WARSAW IS
TO FALL SOON

RUSSIANS SLOWLY RETREAT-
ING BEFORE STUBBORN
ATTACK OF GERMANS

FRENTH REPULSE
GERMAN ATTACKS

Austriang Claim all Italian Attacks
in South Have Been
Repulsed.

London, Aug. 4.—The Austro-
Germang, whose alm is to capture
Warsaw, and if possible a large part
of the Fusslan army are declared by
Berlin and Vienna to be continuing
their successes (hroughout Polish
reglons In North Poland.

The Teutons claim to have drove
the Russians back upon :advanced
positions at Lomza. The Teutons

v
have crossed the Narew river near

Ostrolenka, after viclous fighting In
which they captured a large number
of priseners and cannon. The Aus-

trians claim to have captured the
western portion of  Ivangorod for-
tress.

Other Teutonic successes are claim-
ed but the Russians at ill points are
continuing strong rear guard ac-

- tions, which, though declared to be
merely to allow the main Russlan ar-
mies to retreat, seem more like the
strong counter offensive.

In the west comparative calm pre-
valls, except in Argonne and Vosges
where the French eclaim they pepuls- |
“ed-the German.atlempis to recapture
lost - ground or take mnew. trenches.

The same kind of fighting seems
to continue In the Austro-Ttalian
theatre with Vienna tonight claiming
that the Austrians have répulsed va-
Jrious Italian attacks.

From a conference between the min-
isters of the =zllles and the Greek
government new moves of the great-
est importance are e:pected in that
section.

Petrograd, Aug, 4.—It was official-
1y announced tonight that the Rus-
slans have retired from the Klonie
Nadaraxyn line on Warsaw.

London, Aug: 4.—Rearguard fight-
ing of thg Russians northeast of War-
saw has proved so effective that the
Germans seem be'd up. In the south
Field Marshall yon Mackensen’s forces
passing north from Lublin are belng
badly battered. ‘fhe only Teutonic
progress on the edstern front is to-
ward Riga in ‘the extreme north and
before Ivangorod. Warsaw is still
holding eut. Hope that the Polish
capital may yet be saved is becoming
stronger among the allles. The delay
is agpounted for by the German press,
which swates that with dally lengthen-
ing commamlcations, the problem of
tramsportof reinforcements becomes
more: complicated.

Wilson owes higher duty to the
south and to the whole country than
the establishment of cotton values
and may be trusted to do his duty as
he sees it regardless o fothers.

He called attention to the fact that
compilcations with forelgn countries
would not enhancg the vamlue of cot-
ton.
